ORIMES AND CASUALTIES. 
A terrific boiler explosion ocourred on Wednesday, 
in St. Louis, in a) wood-turning fuctory by which 
tho factory itsclf oud on ndjacont two-story dwell:

Mojor-Gen. Sheriden, commanding the Department of 
tho Gulf, has transmitted to Gon. Howard, Commissioner 
_of tho Freedmen's Burenu, a roport of the condition of the 
frocdmen in Louisiana, for the quarter ending Septomber 
30, 1866, ‘The General states tho prospects of tho cotton 
orop ere gloomy, tho continued and heavy rains of August 
and tho early part of Soptomber, together with the appear- 
ance of the army or cotton worm in many portions of 
tho State, having’ seriously affected tho interests, not 
only of the freedmen, but of the entire population of the 
State. Many employors, whoso entire erops heve been 
destroyed, will not bo able to pay tho employés, and thero 
appears to\bo'a general desire. to got rid of the responsi- 
plilty of any longer maintaining tho: employés, every pre- 
text béing sought for lschargio thom. Many of the 
frecdmen who engaged to work fora share of the crops 
will bo left. not only destitute of the means of su 

ort. during tho coming Winter, but will bo 
Fe aobt to” the owners of lands for supplics _ed- 
yaneed to tho frosdmen dui tho Sommer. 
Complaints are frequent that. the en, after having 
labored faithfully from tho date of, their contracte, Jan. 1, 
1866, until the crop was reddy to barvest, are being dis- 
charged and driven away, ostensibly on the ground of 
having been insolent. Thore aro frequont reports of orv- 
clty to the freedmon, pertioularly in the north-western 
parishes, whore: men’go through the country at night dis- 
guised, and ako the frecdmon from their houses and whip 
and othersiso maltroat thom. Homicides aro frequent in 
rome localities. Sometimes they ere invostigated by a 
coroner's jury, which Jastifies the det in some instances 
and relossea tho porpotrator. In other. casos, whon tho 

roof comos to tho’ knowlsdge of the Agent of tho 
Boroau, tho partios are held to bail in e’nominal sum; 
but the trial of a ehite map forthe killing of a freedman 
ean, in the existing state of rociety in the Slate, be nothing 
‘ore ar less than a farce. The total suspension of the is- 
jue of rations will causomuch distross aimong a limited 
‘clus of people in tho Stote—tho wives and children of 
those men who entored the service of ‘the United Statos 
after tho capture of New-Orloans, and who were killed or 
evo since died.

WHAT OF NEW-YORK? 

Thore are at least forty Counties in our State whioh 
will give Republican Unfon majorities ranging from 
8 handfoll of votes cach up to many thonsanda. 
Thro aro ome twelve to fifteen Counties whioh will 
give advorse majorities; with some half-dozen that 
may go either way by inconsiderable majoritios. 

Tho strongth of the Johnsonized Democracy Is 
mainly concentrated in the citios and larger villages; 
in tho rural districts, tho Republican preponderanoo 
is gonoral and overwhelming. In other words, of the 
entire aren of the Stato, from three-fourths to soven- 
eighths are Ropublican,

Lost yoar, the ourrent sot atrongly for ua, and we 
carried the State by Thirty Thousand majority; yet 
we did not poll s0 many votes by over Sixty Thousand 
asywe did the year before. To carry the State at all 
this year, we must poll ot least Fifty Thousand more 
wotea tha wo did lat year. 

Wo apprehond that our friends in several Conntios 
are osloulating that if they koop still, the gonoral yote 
will bo light, and our sharo of it as largo as though 
it were fall, This will noyer do, We cannot, must 
not, trust to our opponents’ indifferonce. ‘Tho resulta 
of tho Soptembor and Ootober elections has rendered 
thom desporato, They must carry Now-York, or admit 
that they have no power in thelogal States. Wo must 
not counton their polling less than Throo Hundredand 
Fifty Thousand votes. ‘ 

‘What we have to do ia to bring out our ownstrength, 
to the very last vote. We have enongh—wo do not 
nood, though we welcome, conyerts; wo do nood that 
our own vot bo pollod; and as thoroughly in Quoons 
or Schohario as in Oneida or Erie. 

For this, thon, we mainly hold meotings: to arouse 
thoroughly our own people, stimulate the local com- 
mittoos to do their whole duty—to seo that all tho le- 
gal yotora, with none others, are registered, and that 
all who think with us are duly prosent at the polls. 
Wo ought to bo sure, days boforo that of Election, 
that no inclomenoy of the weather, no badneas of 
roads, will prevent the polling of our full vote. 

The first business on hand in euch election district 
is a sorutiny of the now or newly revised official list 
of legal voters. Is there ony name thoreon of ono 
who never was orno longer is a logal voter in said 
district? (Boar in mind ‘that it is now a orime to 
cause the name of one who is not a legal voter of tho 
Gistrict to be inscribed on its registry.) Let every 
name now standing on tho I st of one who is not there 
a logal voter be challenged and stricken off; let the 
name of eaoh logal voter of the district who is not 
now inscribed on the registry bo ascertained, and let 
the proper stops be taken to insuro his attendance, 
with conolusive legal proof of his right, before. the 
board on the final, only day of revision—Friday, Nov. 
Ist. Remomber that no man can yote, whether in 
city or country, whose namo dons not stand on tho 
register at the closo of that day’s aitting of the Board. 

Friends in each County and Election District! con- 
sider that, though the adversary is not Strong enongh 
to beat us, wo may nevertheless prove so heodless 
and inoflicient as to beat ourselves. If one in ton of 
our yotes remain unpolled wo shall be beaten; and 
we left nearly 40 in every ten unpolled last year. 
Our triumph, vitally necessary as it is, certain as it 
ia within our power to make it, is only to be achieved 
by earnest, fuithful, aystematic Work. 


TROUBLE IN MARYLAND 

The dangor of a clash of arms in Maryland is, we 
trust, much exaggerated. At all events, we entroat 
our friends in Baltimore to keep rigidly within the 
letter of the law.

Publican party as traitors for opposing lis administration.” 

—Inis nocessary that such villainous calumnnios onthe 
dead and tho liviug—and tho whole Copperhead pross 
now tecks with them—should be specifically, conclu- 
siyoly met. Their authors are deliberate, willfulliara, 
They know that ‘questioning some of thé illegal out- 
rages of the Lincoln.administration" is not, aud nover 
was, a ground of disfranchisement; but complicity with 
armed treason is. Here is the section of the present 
Coustitution of Maryland which the Copperbeads are 
trying to subvert: . 

Sec. 4. No porsoo who has at any time bean in armed hostl- 
{ty to tho United States, or the Inwful anthoritics thersof, or 
who has beon in any manner in the gervloe of tho so-called 
"Confederate States of Amorica,"" and no parson who bna vol- 
untarily left this State and gone withic the military Maca of the 
so-called " Confedsrato States of America or armica” with the 
purpore of adhering (o said States or urmles, and no porson 
Who has given ony old, comfort countousnod, or support to 
those engaged in armed hostility to the United States, or in any 
manner adhered to tho enemies of the United States, either by 
contributing to tho cuomles of the United States, or unlawfully 
sending within the lines of each encmics money or OF 
etters or Information, or who hes dislosally held commutitea- 
tion with the enemica of the Uulted States, or who has advised 
funy person to entor the scrvice of the sald onemlea, or aided 
tos pervon to to eater, oF who Las, by any epen dee oF word 
dvclired bis adheslon to the cause of the enemies of the Unite 
States, or lls desire for tho triumph of eaid enemies over the 
farms of tho United States, shall over be entitled to vote at any 
Cleation to be held in this Stato, or to hold any office of honor, 
probit, or trust under tue laws of this State, unless sinoa such 
Tnlasrful acts ho shall Jaye voluntarily entered into the military 
Rorvios of the United States, and been honorably discharged 
therefrom, of shall be on thé day of election actually and volun- 
tarlly-in euch esreloo, or unless he shall be restored to his full 
righla of oltizensbip by an act of the General Ascombly passed 
bravotoof tivo-thirds of all tho mombera eleoted to cach 
Louse; ocd it shall be the duty of all officers of Rogistratto 
andJuilges of Election oarvfully to exclude trom votlug, or be- 
ing registered, all persons so as above disqualided; aud the 
Toilges of Election, at tho firat election held under thls Consti- 
tntlog, shall, andtat any subsequent clection suas, admintstor (0 
any person offering to Soto tho following onth Or wirmation 
“Ido awesr or allirm that Iau a citizen of tho United States 
{at Thave never givea any ld, countenance, oF support 
thoso in armed hostility to the United States; that I have 
nover expressod a desire for the triumph of sail enerles over 
the arms of the United States; and that I will bear true faith 
fond allegiance to the United States, and support the Coustitu- 
tion and laws thereof us the supremo law ot the land, any law 
«gr ordinance of any State to tho contrary notwithstanding ; 
that Iwill in all respects domean myself os a Joyal oltlzen of tho 
United States ; andI make this outh or afiirmation without any 
Toservation or evasion, and believe it. to be bindiug om mo.” 
And any person declining to take such oath shall not be al- 
lowed to voto; but tho taking of such oath shall not be deemed 
conclnaive evideacs of the right of such person to: voto; and 
any porson swearing or affiriaing, falsely etiall be Mable to pepal- 
ties of perjury, and it shall be the duty of the proper ollicers of 
registration to allow no person to be ‘registered until ho shall 
bao taken tho oath or atfirmation above got out; and it eball 
bbe tho duty of the Judges of Election, {n all thoir returnd of the 
first clection held under this Constitution, to stato in their said 
Teturna that orery person Who has voted hos taken such oath or 
afirmation. 

‘This article was adopted in Convention by a vote of 
53 to 27; and tho Constitution itself adopted by 53 to 
25. And 35 members of the Conyention—all the pro- 
Slavery mon elected to it—united in a protest against 
tho Constitution, alloging its oyerthrow of Slavery and 
disfranchisoment of Rebels and Rebel-sympathizors as 
their chief objections to it. They carried thoir resist 
ance to the polls, and were there beaten—tho election 
being held through two days (Oot, 12th, 18th, 1864:) 
tho vote standing: For the now Constitution, 30,174; 
Against it, 29,7: Majority for it, 375. 

They now appealed to the Goyernor not to pro- 
claim the Constitution adopted, because the majority 
by which it was ratified was made np of Union sol- 
diars voting in the field) but Gor, Bradford overruled 
this cavil. They then made a case, and took the 
question up to the Court of Appeals, and wero thore

the Court advorse to their demand. Tho now Consti- 
tution theroupon becamo tho established organio law 
of the State. 

All that the loyel men of Maryland ask or need is 
that the Constitution be now respected and obeyed. 
‘The Copperheads, on tho other hand, aro dutermined 
to evade or defy it, and thus carry tho State by Rebel 
and Rebel-sympathizing votes. ‘'Peaceably if we 
can; forcibly if we must," is thelr motto. A Copper- 
hoad dispatch of Saturday night says: 

‘Tho real fight 1s for the control of the coming, elections, 
wehioh can be reached throngh tho Police Commlasloners, who 
appoint the Judges of eleotion. ‘The Hoting bugbear haa ‘been 
ralsed by tho extreme Radicals for political effect; but matters 
hayo now gono so {ar that Itis very doubtful whether thoso wha 
have raised tho dovil can lay bi again. Everything depends 
pon the Governor's antioa oa Soaay. Tho Mayor and city 
authorities are band-in-hand with the ‘boys in bluo;’ but the 
Southern dement immensely outnumbers ther." 

—‘ The Southern element” has not been eo ram- 
pant in Baltimoro ainco Bon. Butler first wrested her 
from the control of thoRebels, after their massacre of 
tho Massachusetts mon in April, 1861.

THE INCREASE OF ’SALARIES—WHO VOTED 
FOR IT? 

We did not think it brave or wise in Congress to 
have accepted tho disingenuons complication by 
which at the last moment of tho seasion its oommit- 
toos of conference forced the passage in ono bill of 
two such wastoful measures as tho equalization of 
bonntics and tho increase of the salaries of mombera, 
Oftho two, the former would be more welcome to 
tho msss of the people, if it wero certain that the just 
benofit thoreby acorning to the eoldier were in any 
fair proportion a compensation for its prodigal 
drain upon the overloaded tax-payors of the land, 
rich and poor. ‘The latter was out of placepand might 
woll baye been postponed till a more reasonable and 
economio provision could bays beon porfected. Had 
both those measures been left to future doliboration, 
noconsidorable mass of tho people could have folt 
rightfully grioved, and the country would have been 
saved millions, 
| Tho adversaries of the majority in Congress are 
now misquoting theso two acts in ono as measures 
purcly Radical. But tho facts as thoy stand on the 
record show indisputably that both ‘parties aro alike 
obnoxious to the charge, if charge it be, that Congress 
paid millions to the soldiors in order to gain thou- 
sands for itsolf. On tho question of increased 
compensation, the namo of nearly every load- 
ing Domocrat in Senate and House is ro- 
corded in favor; men of both parties voted for it 
in committoo; while it is confessedly true that the 
strongest opposition in'debate, and tho great majority 
of dissent on a close vote, came from members of tho 
Republican party.

From Kansas 
City, the Onion Paolfio Railway proper will further 
conyoy him 140 miles to Fort Riley and Junction City, 
adistanco of 420 miles from the starting-point upon 
tho Mississippi, Thus, from the eastern limits of 
Now-England to tho very heart of Kansas, thore is a 
continuous line of rail, with no intervening’ break 
whatoyor—an advantage which no other route tothe 
Great West can now offer. % 

From Junction City, the line is to be rapidly ex- 
tended. Acontract has beon ontered into for the 
completion of a distanco of 250 milos by January 1, 
1863; the iron for 66 miles being alroady purchased 
and in process of delivery. When this contraot is 
comploted, there will romain les3 than 200 milos be- 
tweon tho locomotive’s whistle and tho shadow of the 
Rooky Mountains at Denver City, It will thus bo 
seon that, in alittle moro than one year from this 
time, thoro will bo railroad in operation for a dis. 
tanco of 670 miles wost from the great commercial 
city of St. Louis. 

Junction City, tho present terminus of the Union 
Paoifio Railway, is now tho starting-point for the 
overland stago and oxpross lines to Denyer, Salt 
Lako City, and Santa Fé, 

A mocting was hold recently at Pittsburgh, at which 
the contract aboys mentioned was ontored into, At 
that mooting, many of tho leading railroad minds of 
the country were present, and exprossed their deter- 
mination to carry this groat work forward with the 
utmost diligence.

Greeley and others of St. Louis, are 
not the men to enter iuto any unwise or impracticable 
scheme, nor, haying entered upon any great work, to 
auffer it to Janguish in their bands. Mr, Shoemaker 
was at'that time appointed Chief Engineer of Con- 
struction on the work, and Col. Wright (Gon.

‘Wo belleve this to haye beon the object {n offering the pre 
mfum, abd that we were to select, fom nmong those kinds that 
might be brought before us, such a variety thet conld safely bo 
recommended to the millions to plant, withoa tolerable cer

‘With regard to somo of the new and choice varieties brought 
to our notice, as ooinpetitors, {trill be recollected that at the 
mieoting of the Committco held in September, 1363, we declared 
onrslves unprepared to moke any exprescion, because we had 
nol then a snificiently extended opportanity for eeing the 
tinea tested under varying circumstances throughout the 
country. Anqhor yearhasbrought ua into farther acquaintance

By tho ad- 
vico of counsel, tho Commissioners refused to appoar por- 
eonally; but thelr connsal did appoar beforo tho Governor 
and denied his right to romoro thom until tho charges 
bad been proven bofore eomo court of compotont Jurisdic- 
tion. Tho counsel also told the Govornor that thoy wore 
proparcd to arguo tho question of tho, want of jurisdiction 
in tho Governor alono to try them. Tho Governor aid 
that ho, had daly considered the question of jurisdiction, 
“and doolded that ho hed tho powor to try tho case, and if 
tho Commissioners were found delinquent, to remove 
them; wheroupon tho:counsel of tue Commissioners with- 
drow, saying thelr mission os counsel had ondod, and that 
thoy could take no further notico of the prococdings. ‘Tho 
Governor, afer consultation with the connsal of tho 
potidionera, adjourned tho investigation of the matter 
until Friday. ‘The Commissioners will tako no. furthor 
notico of the proceodings, but act upon thoir theory of

provided that overy voter should take a very stringent 
oath, and excluded from voting any person guilty even of, 
sytpathising with tho Robollion in Its attompt to destroy 
the Union. ‘ThoConstitution further made it the duty of 
tho Rogistry Boards and of the Judves of Klections to 
elude from registration and voting thoso who wor known 
is notive ;sympethizers witia the Rebollion, oven if they 
manifested a willingne: 
right of suffrage, 

Under this Constitution, which was adopted dy a mojor- 
ity of tho loyal people, the present Execatiro and Legisla- 
ture were elected. Sinco his cloction, hewover, Gov. 
Swann hos abandoned the party which honored hit with 
his present position, and hos joincd hands with tho=dis- 
Joyalists in their attempts to carry tho State over to. the 
fury ‘who aro. attempting to: scoure to the Into Rebels 
hrough Executive action the power which they failod to 
obtain through armed Rebellion. ‘The Governor, under 
tho Constitution, appoints tho registors of (hoyvoters, and 
these havo been uniformly eclected from those who aro 
willing to favor the conspiracy to place the Border States, 
on the side of the late Rebels. It is: charged, and the 
charge can be fully substantiated, that in the present ro- 
gistration the name of any person willing to perjare bim- 
self by taking the iron-clai oath has been placed upon the 
Registry, no matter what his provioua record has been.

Celery—Aauos Wriont, Salem, N. J., asks; ‘Will 
the Club pleaeo givo some ‘information in'zvgurd to tho 
cnitivation of coléry—tho soil best adapted to its growth, 
tly best fertilizer to bo used, and the probable aud possi* 
ble yiold per acre 1” 

‘The CHAIRMAN called npon P. 'T. Quinn to answer theso 
questions, Mr. Q. said it might be interesting to the in- 

nirer and some othors, although it seemed to him like a 
thrice-told tale, It makes but little differenco whether 
the soil is clayey loam or sandy loam; it will grow in pre 
ty stiff clay. ‘There aro tivo requisites, bowever, that can- 
not bo dispensed with. The ground must bo oxtremely 
Hob, and deoply and finely cultivated. I would not re- 
Commend using an execsiive quantity of manure with the 
celery crop, but I care not how mach hus been uecd with 
tho preceding one. Around Now-York a colery crop fol- 
Jows carly cabbage, carly peas, or carly potatoes. ‘Then 
tho ground beng deoply and finely pulverized, it i 
manured with compost of some special manure, euch 85 

ano, snperthospbnto; dour of Boney otc A’ gurdener 
foes not think ho getsa poying crop unless be ean make 
bis colery plants grow two anda-balf fect high. The seed is 
sown cafly in Spring; indeed itis one of tho first sown 
in opon ground, It is @ common practice when the plants 
fro a few inches high to cut ofthe tops to mako them 
grow moro stocky. They aro not ready to got out until 
Saneand July. ‘They are then planted in rows three to 
Your feet apart, three and a-half or fonr inches between 
plants, ‘The tronch systom af planting is entirely abol- 
Tehed.

Ho hed specimens from 
South Atmerica, whero Ho aays it growa wild in such pri 
fusion that it covers extensive pliins, He stated that it 
was also found in great abundance in Colorado, Ho thinks 
in places where it grows wild in this region it ean be vory 
profitably gathered, cither for sale or domestic manufac 
Ture. But ho did dot quite convince all the mombors that 
milk-weed would bo profitable crop for cultivation. 
Sevoral other speclmons of fiber of wild plants wero ex- 
hibited, ono of which is a very common growth of swampy 
grounds (Lroughout New-Bogland. Solon Robinson con- 


fended that neithor milk-weed nor any other wild plant) 
yuld compete with flax, cotton, hemp, wool or silk.

Berries pro- 
duced wbout half a crop, and apples not more than a fourth 
ono; grapes almost an ‘entire failure. Many vines killed 
autzight, among which Tona and Delaware suiered badly. 
Concord and Hartford stood it better. Peaches scarce 
‘one-touth of a crop, yet crop euongh. From cholera fright 
and other esuses peaches havo not brought as much as lost 
Fear, when we were ebipping from St. Joseph 5,000 to 
Yo,obo baskets ‘per day, About The Agriculturist straw 
berry I wrote you last year. That letter seemed to be 
understood, that it was not hardy here, I did not design 
to convey that idea, I stated facts of failures of plants to 
grow that had beeu received from C. Judd, J. Knox, &c,
